It I3 customary among the breeders
of pure bred dairy cattle to teat their
best cowa for milk and butter fat pro-
duction. The value of a dairy cow |s
based almost entirely on her pro-
duction, and the value of a dairy bull
Is based very largely on the milk and
butter fat prfoduction of his ances-
try and offspring. The National Reg-
Istry Associations of the various dairy
breeds conduct officlal tests and re-
cord in a special book the perform-
ance of individuals of apecial merit

The Holstein-Fresian Assoclation of

American recognize a T-day legt as

well as tests of longer duration.
Three helfers at the Eperimental

Subgtation have recently made the 7-
day test with very good records. The
cows were fed and milked by Mr. Shar-
rah and the test was conducted by Mr.
I, ¢, Nelson, of Superior, Nehraska,
representing the Association. During
the seven days the cows were milked
four times dally at 5:00 and 11:00 &
m, and p. m. They were fed alfalfa,
silnge and a grain, ration of corn,
bran, oll meal and cottonseed meal.

During the seven davs G. & B. Clo-
thilde Topsy Lyons, a heifer 26
months old, that dropped her second
call December 6, gave 465,46 pounds of
milk containing 15.96 pounds of butter
fat or 19,15 pounds of butter,

G. & B, Re-Becky Segls, three years
and two months old, with her second
calf, gave 4874 pounds of milk con-
taining 17.22 pounds of butter fat or
20.66 pounds of butter,

G. & D Segls Pledge Rose, three
vears and two months old, with her
second calf, gave 516 pounds of milk
containing 18.06 pounds of butter fat
or 21.66 pounds of butter. This heifer
gave an average of 73.7 pounds of milk
per day. We do not have records at
hand of all the cows tested In the state,
but we think Rose has the highest rec-
ord of any helfer of her age in Ne-
braska. Each of these heifera gave
@ higher butter fat yield than Katy
Gerben gave in her 7-day official test
and Katy Gerben is the most famous
tow in Nebraska,

Cattle Tested for Tubereulosis,
On Janpuary 12 and January 13 all
the cattle connected with the dairy
herd at the Experimental Substation
were tested for tubercnlosis. This test
consisls of taking the temperature of
each animal three times at two-hour
intervals to establish the animal's
normal temperature, Then two ¢, o
tuberculin 18 injected Inte cach
anfmal In the evening and the tem-
peraturs is agnin taken five times, at
two-hour interva¥s, beginnling nine
hounrg after the injection. The tuber-
culin has no effect on an uninfected
animal but gives a characteristic rizge
in the temperature of an animal in
any way Infected with tubereulosis.
No animal tested showed a rise In
temperature and all are therefore [ree
from tuberculosis, as the test {8 ac-
curate. This discase is the cause of

| tremedous loss in cattle and hogs, aa

well as in the human family. No an-
fmal is admitted to the dairy herd at
the HExperimental Substation without
having passed the tuberculin test and
as a further safe guard the herd s
tested once each voear.

Enormous pressure, combin
ol with beat and water. must havd
beent necessnry to prodoce granite
Some gcfentists declare that the gran-
ftes in the highlands of Scotland must
have been formed when GO000 feet of
overlying rocks were plled above them
and that those of Cornwall required
40,000 feot of rock pressure. In other
loenlitles It 1s estimated that the pres
aures tunder which granfte consolldated
must bave heen equal to that of an
overlying mass of rock nlne milos In

Prosperity Follows
the Kinkaid Law

When Congressman M, P, Kinkald,
of the Sixth Nebraska Congresslonal
District, introduced his bill enlarging
the homestead Tuw to G40 acres appli-
cable to thirty-one countles in  the
woest half of Nebruska, he little knew
the wonderful success that would fol-
low. The Kinkald law became opera-
tive May 25, 1904, and for ten yoars
ending in 1914 the interior department
al Wushington has complled statistics
for the Nebraska countiesa affected by
the lnw, and In presenting the figures
mukes a flattering endorsement of the
provigions of the law and its $ponsor,
Congressman Kinkald, In part the re-
port says:

It nppears from statistics collected,
covering thirty-one counties within
the aren to which =sald law s appli-
cable, that the population was 124,608
in 1890, 107,434 in 1900, and 162,217 In
1810, an increase of nearly 50 per
cent In population during the sald
ten-year period, during six vears of
which tho 640 acre homestond lnw was
in force,
